TRADE AND LABOR. 


Important Meeting of Pig-Iron Men 
Today—Reduction of Coal- Miners’ 
Wages in Ohio. 


Special Dispatcn to The Chicago Tribune 

PirrspunrG, Pa,, Dec. 26,—Pig-iron manu- 
facturers from all parts of the country will 
hold a meeting in this city tomorrow ‘for 
the purpose of forming a protective associa- 
tion similar to that of the bar-iron manu- 
facturers. Five hundred invitations were 
sent out, and favorable responses have 
been received from a majority of firms. in 
the trade. Action will be taken to secure 
what pig-iron manufacturers consider a 
more equitable rate of tariff than was rec- 
ommended by the Tariff Cominissidn. Here- 
tofore the duty ‘on § pig-iron has 
been $7 per ton, $8 per ton on 
wrought scrap-iron, which has been 
imported in large quantities and takes the 
place ot pig-iron, and $6 per ton .on steel- 
scrap, of which very little has been import- 
ed. The Tariff Commission, thinking to 


equalize the duty on these articles, fixed the | 


rate at $6,720n each. If this recommenda- 
ion isadopted pig-iron manufacturers say 
their business will be seriously impaired, as 
the heavy reduction In wrought scrap-iron 
will cause it to be used much more exten- 
sively than at present. A committee 
will be appointed to visit Washing- 
ton and press the claims of the 
trade on. Congress. Another matter 
of considerable importance which will be 
considered is the question of the price of ore. 
Since the Bessemer steel trade assumed its 
present importanee the proprietors of Bes- 
semer milis at the beginning of each ‘year 
have contracted for about one-third of the 
ore mined in this country, and have never 
quibbied at the price demanded. By this 
means they have notonly secured the bulk 
of the fine-grade ores produced, but have 
enabled the ore-producer to demand almost. 
any price. To remedy this the pig-iron man-

STATE POWER To TAX CORPORATIONS. 
Last summer we published the fact that 


the Southern Pacific Railroad of Callifuraia 


had filed a bill before the United States Cir- 


cuit Court ot that State in which that com- 
pany alleged that it was by the Constitution 
of the State unjustly denied and deprived of 
certain rights and equalities to which it was 
eutitied under the Fourteenth Amendment of 
the Constitution of the United States. Sub- 
sequently, the Circuit’ Court of California 
sustained the claim of the railroad company, 
Justice Field and Justice Sawyer both agree- 
ing bat each giving aseparate opinion. The 
case has been brought to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, and last week was par- 
tially argued before that court. Mr. Roscoe 
Conkling is one of the counsel for the rajil- 
road company. 

‘The case arises under the Constitution of 
the State of California and under a section 
which was copied to some extent froma 
similar clause in the revenue article of the 
Constitution of the State of Ltinois. 

The Constitution of California provides (as 
does that of {llinois) for the taxation of ali 
property In the State by a valuation to be 
made thereof by officers appointed under law 
for that purpose. Ordinarily, this process of 
ascertaining the proper valuation of all tax- 
able preperty ia the work of Assessors elected 
in the various counties and townships. 
the Legislature of .the State has divided this 
business. it has created a State Board of 


} Equalization of Taxes, and to this State 


board it has committed the exclusive work 
of ascertaining the valuation for taxable pur- 
poses of the capital stock, franchise, and 
some other descriptions of the real and per- 
sonal property of the railroad and other 
private corporations owning property within 
the State. - In all these particulars the law of 
California is substantially the same, as in 
Lilinois. 

The law of California i.lso contains a pro- 
vision that in the assessment or valuation of 
property belonging to persons whoge credits 
are included in the list of taxabies the hold- 
er may deduct therefrom an amonnt-equal to 
his debts. In the case where real estate is 
mortgaged, the law provides that the Assess- 
ors shall assess the fee of the land to its own- 
er to the value of the interest he he¢lds there- 
in, and assess the value of the mortgage to 
the holder of the mortgage. In the distribu- 
tion of the powers and duties between the 
Assessors and the State board. there is no 
provision made for any offset of debts or 
mortgages of corporations against the taxa- 
ble valuation of property. 

The complaint of the railroad company is 
that the State In permitting a private citizen 
to. offset on the valuation of his property for 
taxes any indebtedness he may owe, and de- 
nying the same privilege to a railroad corpo- 
ration, violates the Fourteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution, which reads as follows: 


All persons born or naturalized in the United

State Wherein thev reside. No state shall make 
or enforce any law whict shall abridge the privi- 
immuoities of citizens of the 


The theory of Me. Conkling is that corpora- 
tions stand In relation to the law i the exact 
condition that citizens do; thatin the mat- 
ter of taxation they are legally individuals, 
to be treated as individuals, subject to all 
the penalties of individuals. and entitled to 
all the privileges and exemptions which indi- 
viduals may ciaim. Of course this sets aside 
as prohibited all State laws and constitutions 
which provide any different modeof assessing 
corporate property, and Insists that the real and 
personal property of railroad and other corpo- 
rations shall be valued, taxed, and otherwise 
regarded as is the property of private indi- 
viduals, and that bemg incorporated compa- 
nies, having chartered rights and privileges, 
these rights and privileges are exem@ from 
the power, control, and interference of any 
State Constitution or law. : 

The laws ofnearly all the States of the 
Union provide separate means for the valua- 
tion of the property of corporations, for as- 
sessing taxes and for collecting the same, and 
for the distribution of the proceeds of these 
taxes. We do not understand that where taxes 
are levied upon corporate property according 
to its valuation any other or higher rate of 
tax is ever imposed than on private propefty, 
but the State has always exercised the power 
to provide for ascertaining the taxable value 
of property, and that this may be by one mode 
in the case of one class of property, and by 
other modes -in t to other classes of 
property. In California the State gives the 
private taxpayer the right of offsetting 
his debts against the veluation upon his 
credits. Thatis the law in this State. In 
California a man owning mortgaged land 
may have the value of the mortgage deduct- 
ed from the taxable value of the ‘and, the 
amount of. the mortgage being taxed against 
the mortgagee. In this State no such aliow- 
ance is permitted, but, theoretically, the 
mortgage is also taxed. 

In a case in this State some years ago the 
execution of the State law was resisted be- 


cause the State provided for the assessment | 


and valuation of raitroad property by a 
board of officers wholly separate and dis- 


_tinet from the officers appointed to assess and 


value the property cf all citizens and persons 
in the State. In fact, the State treated rail- 
road corporations and their property for rev- 
enue purposes under wholly different laws 
and by different forms of procedure.: Under 
the laws of this State no corporation was 
permitted to offset any mortgage or other 
debt against the returned taxable value of 
any part of its property. The Supreme 
Court of Lilineis decided, however, that the 
State of Illinois had the power to have rall- 
load property assessed and valued by one 
corps of officers, and the property of indi. 
viduais assessed by another board of oflicers, 
and the court decided also that the power of 
the State over the property subject to taxation 
in the State was compléte, absolute, and ex- 
clusive. This case was taken toe the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and was there 


elaborately argued, and, though the railroad 


company then contended, as Mr, Convkiing 
does now, that corporations were to be rec- 
ognized before the law as citizens, the Su- 
preme Court of the United States affirmed 
the power ot the State to treat them as it had 
always done, as corporations, and as such 
subject. te the laws of the State relating to 
them. 

The Fourteenth Amendment was designed, 
as its language clearly specifies, to relate ex- 
clusively to the personal rights of individ-

tion and high wages.” ‘They turned out in 
Chivago in an immense procession. display- 
ing all kinds of fantastic mottoes about 
“ British Gold,” “Pauper Labor,” and: the 
like. 

It is the old story. ‘The masses do the 
fighting, but it is the calculating few who 
seize the prizes. If the employés of the pro- 
tectionists realized thie promised benefits of 
wages high enough to support them and / 
their families in good American style why 
did they plunge into the gigantic strike at 
Pittsburg last year? ‘They said other prices 
had risen so that their pay wasao longer 
enough to keep their families in comfort, 
The wasters who are so solicitous at Wash- 
ington that the American jaborer should 
have ample wages showed another face at 
Pittsburg: They refused to make any ad- 
vance. Those strikes cost the working 
classes—according to a careful calculation 
made at the time—not less than $10,000,000, 
That is, atter twenty years of protection, 
they were so badly off that they spent the 
savings of years, and braved starvation it- 
self, in a vain struggle to get Hving wares. 

This year it is the employers who strike. 
The iron business has become dull, and the 
manufacturers, intent upon saving the enor- 


‘mous profits of the past years of plenty, 


promptly throw the burden of bad times 
upon their workingmen. They have locked 
them out ail over the country by an appar- 
ently concerted movement. Instead of keep- 
ing their mills going oat of the proceeds of 
their fecent prosperity they have universally 
shut down and informed their employés that 
nothing but a redaction of wane will enable 
them to resume, 

Congressman Hewitt has mubltel? stated 
that the steel-rail mill in which he is a 
stockhoider made last year 79 per cent clear 
profit. This is a faic sampleof the enormous 
profits to which the tariff for the “ protec- 
tion of labor” has helped that branch of the 
iron and steel industry. But do the man tu- 
facturers allow labor to pur ticipate’ in these 
gains to the extent of a single dollar if they 
canhelpit? Their workingmeéen can answer 
that question out of their experience in the 
last two years. 

Last year when the ironand rail mills were 


making fortunes for thei. owners the labor- 


ers were refused point blank any advance io 
wages, although they pleaded that it was 
needed. to make ends meet. This year, 
the moment the trade falls off, the working- 
man is discharged, and informed that he can- 
not-ecome back until times are better, and 
that when he does return if must be at lower 
wages. lf in the meantime free trade'in im- 
inigration, which no protectionist manu- 
facturer <yould allow to be interfered with, 
brmes cheaper labor to the mill, it will be 
employed. This is the way the high tar- 
iffites * protect”? American labor. They re- 
fuse to put up wages when their profits are 
going up atthe rate ot 79 per cent a year, 
they cut down wages the moment their profits 
decline, and in good times and bad they im- 
port all the “ panper” labor they can get to 
compete with their-American hands. How 
long will it take thgir pets to sée through 
this trickery ? 
THE PANAMA-CANAL FRAUD. 

One after another, and in rapid succession, 
the French people have been made the vic- 
tims of swindling speculative schemes which 
have wrecked private fortunes and collapsed 
public financial institutions. Still another 
crash is impending upon an immense scale, 


the character of whieh is exposed in a letter | 


from Dr. Johnson, an American physician 
resident in Paris and a delegate to the Paris 
Canal Congress of 1879, written to Admiral 
Ammen. This letter contains the details of 
the manner in which the De Lesseps ring 
placed the Panama-Canai loan in France 
and the absolute swindling, fraud, and mis- 
statements by which the French people were 
induced to subseribe to an enterprise which 
can hever be ‘finished, or, even if finished, 
eould never be made practical, as any one 
acquainted with the formation. and natural 
surroundings of the isthmus knows well 
enough, 

Dr. Johnson exposes very clearly the man- 
ner in which the stock was first placed. A 
certain amount of it, called. ‘founders’ 
stock” ‘it might now be called foundered 
stock), was issued uvon which dividends 
were guaranteed whether any other stock 
ever paid a dividend. Taking a portion of 
the subscriptions De Lesseps went to 
Panama, remained there a few weeks, then 
returned to Paris, and declared that the work 
would not cost nearly as much as was first 
estimated, that the country was delightfully 
heafthy, and that the President of the United 
States had given favorable countenance to 
the scheme. These false reports were spread 
abrvad industriously. With a portion of 
the money received from the subscriptions 
to the founders’ stock thirty of the 
Freneh newspapers were bought up and the 
scheme was pulfed untilall Paris got wild 
over the Panama Canal and the averves it 
opened up for personal enrichment. .¢hen 
the message of President Hayes arrived in 
Paris taking strong grounds against the 
scheme, it was not printed in these papers, 
but the company issued handbills setting 
forth that he had approved it. This aroused 
fresh enthusiasm.

FRATRICIDAL BOHEMIAN, 

THEODOR NOVY HELD FOR THE MURDER OF 
HIS BROTHER BOHMIEL. 

County-Pbysician Biluthardt made 4 post- 
mortem examination yesterday afternoon on 
the body of Bohmiel Novy, the man shot Sunday 
morning at his late residence, 1256 De hoven 
street. The cause of his death was found to be 
from a bullet which entered bis back and 
lodged in his left lung. A jury was impaseled 
by Deputy Coroner Bean, after which an ad- 
journment was taken to the Tweiltth Street 
Station. 

The brother of the murdered man, Theodor 
Novy, was asked if he had anything to say, and 
he said he would make no statement whatever. 
He was asked if the pistol produced ever be- 
longed to him, and be refused to answer. 

The first witness was Officer Daniel Keily, who 
testified that he arrested Theodor Novy be- 


tween 7 and 8 o’clock Sunday morning. The 


officer asked the prisoner where he bad been the 
night previous, and be replied that be went to 
bed at ll o'clock. The prisoner made severai 
statements to the officer as to bis whereabouts, 
all contradictory. After the arrest the olfliccr 
heard of the burgiary at 126 De Koven street. 
Suspecting that the Novys were concerned in it 
he took off one of the deceased’s overshoes, and 
it fitted exactly the print in the snow made by 
the burglars, even to a defectin the heel. The 
prisoner told the officer that his brother was 
shot by a man oo Caoal street, who came from 
behind a cigar sign. When the prisoner was 
broyght to the station he claimed to identify a 
man named Nathan Williams as the man 
who did the shooting. (lt appeared 
from the testimony that Williams 
beard the shooting, and came to the 
station in the mornmg tc inguire about it.] 
Capt. Simon O' Dennell testined tuat be was in- 
formed of the shooting about haif-past 5 Sun- 
day swornitg. He sent a detail of men to icok 
the matter up and went himself to the vicinity. 
In a saioun at 166 De Koken street he found a 
lot of fellows who bad been a ntly up all 
night and had them taken toe the stasion, hoping 
to get the murderer among them. The Captain 
found a email seven-shooter under a biliiard- 
tabie In the salvon, but no one claimed to own it. 
The witness went to Novy’s bouse and asked 
where " ik—a companion ot his the 
uight before—was. ‘Theodor repiied that Tras- 
nik bad gone home On a milk-train. The Captain 
asked hii to teil all about the shootmg, and the 
prisoner said that be and Bohmell, his brother, 
Trasuik, ane Kotzel were walking on Canai 
street, near Tweifth, when a man came out of a 
doorway and shot his brother, In further ques- 
tioning him, the prisoner said the man was fol- 
lowing them. After being broughtito the sta- 
tion the prisover repeat his story about the 
shouting, and then denied all knowledge of it. 
Then be pointed out Williams as the man that 
shot his brother. When asked where bis own 
revoiver was, he denied having any, and after- 
wards admitted that it was under the mattress 
of his bed. The Captain seut Lieut. Shea to 
Novy's house and found the revolver where the 
prisoner said it was. The Captain examined it, 
and found four fresh cartridges had been put in, 
and another one nad evidently snapped and not 
gone off. Thesmelloef the powder from a re- 
eent discharge was distinguishabie. The Captain 
said to the prisoner: “ No doubt you 
FIRED THREE sHOTS AND KILLED YOUR 
BROTHER, 
and if the other had nat missed you would have 
tired too.” The prisoner replied that he 
could prove 7, witnesses that he did nut kill 
his brother. uring Cupt. O’Donnelli’s testi- 
mony the prisoner frequentiy interrupted bim, 
denying several statements made by Cap- 
tain. 

Severn Kotzel, who was with the Novy broth- 
ers and Frasnik on the night§of the murder, 
gave in detail bis whereabouts trom 9 o'clock 
Saturday evening until bw arrest Sunday moron- 
ing. The gang apparently went up one street 
and down another io the vicinity of Canal, Clin- 
ton, Twelfth, and Bunker streets for three or 
feur hours, accoraing to the witness story. 
While on Canal street, between Twelfth and 
Bunker, the witness, who was a few 
paces in advance, beard 
say to Bohmiel, “None of that,” 
immediately heard a _pistol-shot. Looking 
round, he sawa pistol in Theodor’s band, and 
then be ran a few rods himself. He heard two 
or three more shots afterwards, and heard 

.“Imsbot.”” The witness ran 
treet to Clinton and was overtaken 
by Theodor, who asked him tocome into the 
house.
